I am writing you with many many thanks for your present. A 
few minutes ago I had a meeting with Jim Stimpfle, who gave me 
a box with some equipment. After that I read Tom _ Buschs’ 
letter and heard about Jim Brenners (NL7LN) and Mr _ Leo 
Rasmussens help in the delivery of the transciever. So many 
people were drawn into that affair! Now I am filled by a huge 
sense of gratitude to all of them, and especially I wish to 
thank Mr. Capers. Your decision to present me this 
transciever will open a new page in relations between Alaska 
and far eastern Siberia, and it is clear that there are many 
people in Provideniya who want to fill this relationship with 
good acts. 


I have had interest in Amateur Radio since the Bearing 
Bridge Expedition where I had a listening station connections 
with EKOAH and EKOGZ. Because of my very simple antenna I was 
only able to recieve messages from the base stations, but 
thanks to that, it opened a new world of very friendly people 
to me.

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know the high cost of equipment, and was very disappointed 
with that situation, and suddenly at this high wall, I meet 
with you, and you open a door to help me continue my dream. 
You will understand my feelings for you Mr. Capers. Please 
excuse my English -- I am so excited. 


My future plans are first to construct a power supply, and 
second to continue taking SWL’s. Magadan’s Radio Club will 
give me permission to work my own calling (Call Sign) after 
about 1000 SWL’s. My main speciality is software programming 
and I dream of opening regular Amateur Radio links’ between 
Provideniya and Alaska by RTTY. There are many _ personal 
computers in our town, and I want to connect one to my Swan 
with a modem for RTTY.
